For our kickoff evert, | have! ~ 
chosen the venerable “Tuna Tin 
2” transnitter that originally ~\ 
made its debut in the May, 1976 - 
QST. The brainchild of the late. 
Doug DeMaw, W1FB, the TT2 is! 
a ganple aydal-cortrolled 40m\ 
CW transvitter in wich W1FB 
used a discarded tuna can (sans tuna!) for his chassis. He even wert 
as far as to use a round drait board that fit inside the rim of the 


empty can for a professoral, firisted look. The resut was a QRPp 
(under 1-watt) CW tranaritter that really works! 


The second kit, to be done at a subsequert session will be the MRX-40 
receiver that serves as an excellert comparion to the TT2, ard has a 
bunch of features that make it suitable for QRP use. It also fits ricely 
into a tua can if dedred. The third will be sorre sort of lightweight 
4Omartema sutable for use with your new “pocket hamsrack.” 


Why the TT2? Well, several reasons. First of all, it isa relatively 
easy kit to assemble. It hasa low parts cout, ard canbe easly 
completed in about 1-2 hours by a novice kit bulder. Second, the 
drat board has a reat, unduttered layout that is user-friendly, and 
allows roomfor even the most hamhanded of builders. Third, the 
arcu itself is very ample, and allows for easy troubleshooting and 
rodification Oh, did | rrention that it is heap? The entire kit, minus 
tuna can (you supply the can since | HATE tuna) goes for $12 induding 
Sipping. If we get 10 folks to order at the sare tire, they are only 
$10 apiece. 


How does it work? Reports are that it works extrerrely well. Witha 
resorart arterna, cortads several hundreds of niles away are 
common. Under the right conditions, rore than a thousand niles is 
possible with 400nw of power. The frequency is fixed at 7.040 MHz, 
the 4OmQR?P frequency, although a simple cystal swap will allow use 
on 7.122 MHz (Novice) or other 40mfrequency as you wish. There is 
no shortage of activity on 7.040 though as interest in QPP is steadily 
on the rise. You will rarely have difficity making a contact with 
another QRPer, ard quite a few QRO saations hang out there looking 
for QRP cortacs as well!

Well, it’s arrazing sorretirres, wrat corres 
out of a casual rorning conte repeater conversation One 
morming, RonWN3VAW was telling Bill W3WH on the dub 
repeaters that his last cards corfinving 40 Meter DXCC had finally 
arrived, leaving just 80/75 to complete. That got Bill to trinking, so 
he wert back and looked over hislogs. Turns out that WN3VAW 
had 48 countries corfirrred on 80/75 rreters, and W3WH had 43 
worked but wag7t sure how many corfirred.

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ARRL Bulletin #27 courtesy Arrerican Radio Relay League 


NEWINGTON, CT, J uy 21s, 2001 — Meeting J uy 20-21 

in Comedicut, the ARRL Board of Directors adopted a goal 

of legidative action to provide arrateuss the sarve 

protections fromreal estate covenarts, conditions and 
restridions now enjoyed under FCC rules by hore satellite 

dish owners and others receiving over-the-air broadcast agnals 


Board rrenbers felt that arrateurs shoud be grarted the right to 
install an artenna having a vital inpact dinilar to that of a horre 
televison satellite dish or other artema that falls under the FCC's 
Over the Air Reception Devices (OTARD) policy. In 1999, the FCC 
reaffirrred the OTARD rue that prohibits restridions that inpair the 
installation, mairtenance or use of antennas used to receive video 
progranmirg. 

The Board also approved the filing of a petition seeking a dorrestic, 
secomary allocation for the Arrateur Service at 5.250 to 5.400 MHz. 
The petition will ask that arrateurs Gereral and above be allowed to 
operate in the so-called 60-rreter bard at up to raxirnumauhorized 
power. No mode subbards will be proposed at this tire. 


The Board also adopted the revised bard plan for 160 rreters based 
ona proposal fromthe ad hoc 160-Meter Bard Plan Conmittee. The 
plan adopted sets aside a segrrert for digital modes from1.800 to 
1.810 MHz, rrairtains CW operation for the ertire 1.8 to 2.0 MHz 
bard, recomrends a lower limit of 1.843 for SSB operation, and 
designates QPP aalling frequendes--1.810 for CW ard 1.910 for 
SSB. The 1.830 to 1.850 MHz "DX window" was elininated. The 
conmnittee recontrended that cortest sponsors "consider the use of DX 
windows as necessary." The plan acconirvodates established 
frequendes used on 160 for AM.

10% ARRL VEC Amateur Radio exanination session, after viewing 
docurrerts that FCC Spedal Counsel for Arrateur Radio Erforcerrert 
Riley Hollingsworth said "reflect several alarming 

discrepandes in testing procedures." The session 

was held in Trurbul, Connecticut The ARRL VEC 

referred the test docurrerts to the FCC as part of 

its responsibilities as a Volurteer Examiner 

Coordinator. 

Ten volurteer examiners listed on the Test Session Report as having 
partidpated in the Trurbul session have been suspended at least for 
the duration of the FCC inquiry. The suspensions are dandard 
procedure in such cases, said ARRL VEC Manager Bart J ahnke, W9J]J. 
Ina J ure 28 letter addressed to the 10 VES, Hollingsworth focused 
on discrepardes in docurrerts subritted on behalf of one applicart, 
Avis Merdez, KBLGPY, a Tectnidan licensee fromRevere, 
Massachusetts, who atterypted to upgrade to Extra at the May 10 
session. "It appears that Mendez, either before or during the 
examination, may have had access to the answer key used by VES 
for grading Morse code exaninatiors," Hollingsworth wrote. "In the 
altemative, his answer sheet ray have been completed prior to the 
examination." 

Hollingsworth also noted "a sgnificart number of erasures' on the 
answer sheet, to VE grading marks ard to the score of Merdez' 

Extra dass written exam "When correctly graded, Mendez score 
was 36 out of 50 rather than 40 out of 50 to which you certified," 
Hollingsworth said. 

Mendez' Extra examhas been invalidated as a resut of the 
discrepandes, Hollingsworth said. The FCC also has requested that 
the ARRL VEC naintain the VE suspensions until it completes its probe. 
The FCC letter was sert to Kevin W. Cellini, NLGKM; Allen H. 
Silberstein, NLRWE, Andres A. Rosado, KB1FK] ; Peter J. Keyes 
N1GO}; Arthur L Cartier Ill, NIVGT; Glenn]. Krieger, NIHAW; 
Freddy Martin, KB1FKI; Robert E Moreland, KALZMF; Donald W. 
Stowe, N1VNM; and Kenneth A. Frissora, N1J KA. All are Extra dass 
licensees. 

Arrong other things, Hollingsworth has asked the 10 VEs to explain 
their role in the May 10 examsession, if any had conmurication with 
Avis Merdez before, during or after the examsession, if they 
graded Mendez' Morse or written exam if their sgnatures on the 
Test Session Report are authertic ard if Mendez' narre was on the 
roster when they signed it Hollingsworth also asked each VE to 
explain the disaepandes he outlined in his letter. Replies were due in 
20 days 

The narres ard sgnatures of three VEs [Cellini, Martin ard Krieger] 
appear on the NCVEC Form605 application filed by Merdez.
